Cincinnati. Nov. s.—In the newspa- 


per gnessing contests the superior 
court handed down a decision dismiss- 
ing the petition of Samuel Stevens, 
praying for a receiver. The demurrer 
Is sustained. The court holds that 
such "contests are not within the con- 
demnation of the statutes of 
Ohio 


against lotteries, gambling, wagering 
or betting. The court holds in regard 
to the money paid in that, if the con- 
tract were illegal, anyone who seeks 
to rescind it after election comes too 
late to be heard, for the reason tiat 
the contract has been executed wholly 
or ia part. The superior court has no 
jurisdiction in an action at law to re- 
cover 50 cents. The attorney for the 
plaintiff stated that he would decide 
soon -whether he would take the case 
higher.
